Popcorn, compact .and dwarf 
growing white, and TheodMia, 
rosy pink with a golden throat

IB landscaping, petunias are 
especially useful for color 
masses, or Individual group­ 
ings where a long-lasting color 
planting Is needed. They can 
be used as a ground cover, In 
':he parkway, In beds along the 
driveway, or at the base of 
fence* pr walls. The many uses 
that you can put these plants 
to are countless;

Although the petunia wtB
last for more than one season, 
*t Is best to treat them as an­ 
nals and to replace each year.
